Detectives Give Frederic War- 
ren of the New St. Louis Star 
‘ the “Once Over.“ 


John C. Roberts, the new proprietor 
of the New St. Louts Star, wished to 
discharge his editor. While making 
his million in the shoe business, Roberts 
had fired many a husky employe with- 
out batting an eyelash. But this was 
the first time he had ever undertaken 
to fire an editor. And they did say— 
at least old Dame Rumor tattled it 
about—that a peculiarity of this partic- 
ular editor was that he edited with a 
fountain pen (red ink) in one hand and 
a “gun’’ in the other. 

It has only been a few months since 
Roberts acquired the New St. Louis Star 
and the editor, Frederic B. Warren. 
So, being rather editor shy and having 
no positive conviction as to whether a 
gun-toting editor would shoot, Roberts 
Monday delegated the job of firing Ed- 
itor Warren to E. S. Lewis, one of his 
lieutenants at the New Star. 

Lewis decided to fire the editor peace- 
ably. So he called the police. 

Lewis Gathers Courage. 

With the arrival of two detectives 
Lewis gathered up his courage and sent 
a messenger into Warren’s office with 
the fatal discharge note. Then he per- 
suaded the detectives, Kelly and Heckel, 
regular detectives from headquarters to 
follow into the sanctum and see how 
the editor took being fired. 

Kelly and Heckel took their hats off 
when they walked into the editors’ of- 
fice. Not tnat they were at all timid, 
but then they had heard all about that 
fountain pen in one hand and the big 
“gun” in the other. And then that huge 
bulging at one hip pocket, the signifi- 
cance of which every skilled policeman 
knows at a glance, was not reassuring 
to the detectives. They gladly took the 
editor’s word for it that he was going 
to leave quietly. 

When they were outside the editor’s 
door Melly winked at Heckel and Heckel 
winked at Kelly. 

“We'll go down on the street and wait 
till he comes out,“ said Kelly. 
we'll grab him quick and get that gun.“ 

Pretty soon the editor walked noncha- 
lantly out of the building and smilingly 
informed the detectives, waiting at the 
doorway: + 

“Why, they can’t fire me. I've got a 
contract for eight years and I'll just rest 
while drawing $100 a week.“ 

The detectives ran their hands over 
the editor’s clothing, giving him what 
is known in, police parlance ag “the 
once over.” 

Evidently the pistol was not where it 
might have been. Warren walked away 
after protesting against “being searched 
on the street. When the editor was 
out of sight the elevator boy walked up 
to the detectives. 

“Say,” said the elevator boy, “he 
slipped the gun to a man who came 
down with him in the elevator.” 

The man was “Bill” Smith, a weil- 
known reporter on another paper, who 
had dropped in to find out whether there 
were any new developments in Warren’s 
fight with Roberts. Warren, guessing 
the mission of the detectives, had slipped 
his gun“ into Smith's pocket. 

Monday night it was the editor who 
appealed to the police for protection. 
Warren said that there were some pa- 
pers in his desk which he wished to get 
and asked for an escort to the office of 
the New Star. Police Sergt. Flannagan

Lindell Lines Revenues. 

The city will be entitled to three per 
cent of ‘the revenues on the following 
lines that were operated under the Lin- 
fell Railway franchise of October, 1898, 
which expires in 1942: Delmar, Maryland, 
Laclede, Market, Compton Heights, Tay- 
lor and Vandeventer. It is estimated 
that the revenue from these lines ap- 


proximates 26 per cent of the total in- 


come of the United Railways, which ex- 


ceeded $12,600,000 in the last 12 months. 
The city’s share on this basis will be 
about $94,872 a year.

Next Meeting. 


At the organization of the Progres- 
sive Party Club at the Central Library 
Bullding Monday night, it was voted 
to make a special order of business at 
the next meeting, Nov. 10, of a reso- 
lution asking Progressives in the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives to 
demand an investigation of the Keokuk 
Dam Co., which is alleged to be selling 
water power current on a basis of coal- 
power cost.

“Congress. allowed the promoters of 
the Keokuk dam to use the Mississippi 
River, the father of waters, free of 
charge, said Dr. Cotton. In return, 
the dam promoters promised broadcast 
that they would give the people of the 
Mississippi Valley cheap light, heat and 
power. When the dam is completed, we 
find that the company is selling the wa- 
ter-power current under contracts that 
frankly base the price on the cost of 
bituminous’ coal. 

“Not only that, but the dam company 
enters into an arrangement with local 
promoters at St. Louis to allow them to 
establish an arbitrary on electricity at 
our western city limits that is as unjust 
and burdensome as the arbitrary. on 
freight and passengers at our eastern 
limits? from which we have suffered for 
years. We have never had a Mayor or 


enough to protect the interest of the 
public at St. Louis. I suggest, therefore, 
that we appeal to the Progressives now 
in Congress, representing other commu. 
nities, to investigate the Keokuk Dam 
enterprise and force the promoters to 
use the natural resources of the valley 
in the interest of the public.”

OF RITUAL MURDER 


Pamphlet Professes to Explain 
‘tCahbalistic Significance“ in 
Grouping of Cuts. 


WRITTEN TO SWAY COURT 


Anti-Semite Paper Declares Con- 
viction of Beiliss Would 
Arouse Sympathy for Jews. 


— 


By Associated Press. 
KIEV, Russia, Oct. 28.—A striking 


pamphlet pretending to explain the al- 


ieged cabalistic significance of the groups 


of wounds on the head of the boy, Yu- 
shinsky, for whose murder Mendel Bei- 
lis sis on trial here, was distributed 
broadcast in Kiev and the vicinity today. 
Its intention was to influence the pro- 
ceedings of the court, and to impress 
witnesses. 

The writer, applying what he described 
as the “celestial alphabet of the Jews.“ 
interprets these ‘‘constellations” as sac- 
rificial exhortations. 

In spite of the action of the police, 
the newspaper, Kieviianin, continues to- 
day its criticisms of the trial. This anti- 
Semite and Conservative organ warns 
the anti-Semites that “a considerable 
portion of Russian society has complete- 
ly discarded the idea that Belliss is 
guilty and whatever the verdict of the 
court may be, it will not madify the con- 
viction of society. If Beiliss should be 
condemned, those who do not believe in 
his Ut will turn in horror from anti- 
Semitism and the Jews will once more 
appear in the light of wronged and op- 
pressed brothers.“ 

The Jewish newspaper, The Friend, 

appearing in Warsaw, was suspended to- 
day in consequence of an article on the 
trial. 
The second act of the Beiliss trial wa» 
begun with the submission of evidence 
of medical and religious experts on the 
alleged practice of ritual murder. 
Strangely enough in an orthodox coun- 
try, Father Prenaites, a Roman Cath- 
olic priest, figures as the principal ec- 
clesiastical denunciator of the Jews. 

The testimony of the Orthodox Archi- 
mandrite Ambrosius was read, giving 
with much detall alleged ritual murder 
practices, but all were based on hearsay 
from converted Jews. Part of the day 
was occupied by the reading of the min- 
utes of the prelimmary inquiry. 

A serious affray occurred at Lodz be- 
tween Christian and Jewish army re- 
cruits. Only’ the prompt action of’ the 
police prevented a pogrom. 


Ritual Murder Charge Called Basze- 
less by Pope Innocent IV. 
LONDON, Oct. 28.—Correspondence be- 
tween Lord Rothschild and Cardinal Mer- 
ry del Val is published here, the Papal 
Secretary of State, confirming that Pope 
Innocent IV issued an encyclical] in 
which he declared that the charge of rit- 
ual murder as applied to Judaism was a 
baseless and wicked investion and that 
other Popes made similar pronounce- 

ments. 

This has a bearing on the trial of Men- 
del Beiliss, ch ed at Kiev with the 
murder of the Christian boy, Yushinsky, 
as part of the case of the prosecution is 
an affidavit by the priest, Father Pre- 
naites, presenting alleged historic proof 
that ritual murder of Christians was 
sanctioned by Judaism and pronouncing 
statements to the contrary, attributed 
to the Popes as forgeries.

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COLLEAGUES TAKE 


UP PROTZMANN'S 
STATUS. TODAY 


They Will Confer on Plan to Ask 
Opinion Whether He Has 
Right to Seat. 


QUICK ACTION NECESSARY’ 


Members Do Not Want Legality 
of Legislation to Be 
Questioned. 


Council will confer before the meeting 
Tuesday afternoon on a proposition to 
seek the opinion of City Counselor Baird 
as to the right of Gounciiman William 
Protsmann to continue in office after 
admitting that he negotiated a $5000 
bond for the Regal Shoe Co., in 1913, to 
secure the city under an ordinance perm 
mitting the company te excavate be- 
neath the sidewalk on Washington sve 
nue, near Sixth street. 

No Councilman has announced that he 
will offer a resolution either to vacate 
Protemann’s office or to seek the opia- 
ion of Baird as to Protzsmann’s status, 
but several have stated that they be 
lieved an epinion sheuld be asked and 
if it unfavorable to Protzmann de 
shoul@ be ousted from office. 


Councilmen Faver Action. 

Interviews with Councilmen indicated 
that it is the consensus ef opinion that 
the admissions of Protsmenn demand 
action by either the Cound] or the Law 
Department te aveid a tangle in legis- 
lative matters. If Pretumann’s vote is 
not effective, legally, all legislative 
enastments depending upon his favor- 
able vote would become of doubtful 
validity, his 
of those interviewed said it was their 
desire to have the City Counselor give 
his opinion in the matter, but because 
of the delicacy of the situation all said 
they would prefer not to offer a resolu. 
tion. Two Councilmen who have had 
personal differences with Protsmann re- 
cently said they would not take the 
initiative for that reason, as their ac- 
tion might be misconstrued. 

If Protzmann forfeited his seat by the 
act of negotiating a bond for the Regal 
Bhoe Co., to secure the city, in May, 
1912, it might cast a cloud over the va- 
lidity of much legislation passed since 
that time that would have failed of en- 
actment had Protsmann been silent on 
the roll call. 

Councilman Koenig said: “I have no 
desire to throw stones, but I must say 
that in the light of City Counseler 
Walther’s opinion, I think Protsmann 
should not be allowed to vote any long- 
er. It would make many of our acts 
questionable to permit him to continue 
as a member under the circumstances, 
and I think he ought to resign.” 

Serious, Says Hines. 

Councilman Hines said he would not 
declare his attitude until he had given 
the matter further thought. 

Councilman Meehan said: 1 don't 
think anyone in the Council would care 
to vote Protzmann out of his office if 
his act was due to mere thoughtless- 
ness. However, the question of his legal 
right to vote must be cleared up, and I 
think the City Counselor should be asked 
to investigate the question thoroughly 
and advise the Council what to do. The 
opinion of Walther seems to cover the 
case, but you can never tell about these 
legal questions. Mr. Baird may find 


other precedents to guide him to a con- 


trary decision. I recall that Councilman 
Thomson and Markham some years ago 
were challenged for having an interegt 
in insurance policies taken out by the 
city, but neither of them was declared 
out of office as a result. The act of 
Protzmann in writing a bond in which 
the city was an interested party may be 
no greater offense for all I know.” 


Councilman Ebeling said he was 
not familiar enough with the situa- 
tion to declare his attitude at pres- 
ent. 

Councilman Fletcher said: .“I do 
not care to say what my vote would 
be if a resolution to vacate Prots- 
mann’s seat is offered Tuesday.” 

“Question Must Be Decided.” 

CounciiIman Haller said: “It is my 
firm belief that, under the ruling of 
City Counselor Walther, Mr. Prots- 
mann is automatically out of the 
Council. I do not think it is neces 
sary for the Council to act in such a 
situation, but I would be glad to see 
anyone who wishes to call upon the 
present City Counselor for an opin- 
ion as to Protsmann’s right to con- 
tinue as a member of the Council. 
The question must be decided be- 
cause it is of the utmost importance 
to know who is entitled to vote in 
the Council.” 

President Lazarus of the Council is 
out of the city and is not expected 
at his office for several days.
